about the different cuts of beef, tor BO 
many houseu Ivca hove not tho leaal Idea 
from what part of Ihe creature comes 
the best steak, or roast or meat formlncc 
pies. 
Tlie majority of woman go to 


market, aak for a roost, and take any 
cut gl/en them without a word. Now, 
take my advice, study the subject for 
your own profit. I will give you a few 
hints lo begin with. 


Now, the hind quarter of any crea- 


ture contains the best meal, and this 
part designated as hind quarter extends 
About half way the length of the animal 
from the rear. In thl3 part the sirloin 
alcaks, porler house steaks and Anest 
roasls ara found. The neil desirable 
part Is the rump, and this ts used for 
Bleaks, stews and the best corned btcf 
Many people consider fl rump Bleak 
more nutritious than a sirloin or tender- 
loin. An excellent piece for pot-roasts 
itews and for any boiling piece IB lh< 
allch bone, situated Just on the round 
Ing parl of Ihe hind quarter. Of course 
u you follow down the ICE Ihe muscle 
are more In evidence, and the meat 1 
less tender, but'ls good for certain pyir- 
poses. The fcultock, or round, Jusl be-- 
low the altch bone, Is used for Bleaks, | 
for beef a la mode, and for any bolllnt 
piece: Ihe moufe round. Just below the 
round. Is used for clewing, but would be 
undersirable for roasting. A good coup 
it made from the shin bone, while Ihe 
thick. Hank Is excellent foi-corned beef, 
pressed-beef or for mince meat. "What 
Is termed the veined piece as well ajl Ihe 
thin' (lank are good for corned beet or 
for-rnlnce meat. 


Tlie rorequarter Is generally cheaper 


than the hlndquarier, yet the finest roast 
IB fount] here, called the forerlb; lh!a IB 
also good for sleak, being the cut Jusl In 
froni of the sirloin. The piece called Ihe 
"middle ribs" also makes an excellent 
roasting; piece. Second quality roaifc 
are oblalned from the chuck ribs, whll 
meal for slews, spiced beef and corned 
beef are furnished' from the brisket 
found Just below the forerlb. 


Many cooks like Ihe shoulder piece for 


mince pies, hash moat.'pol-roastB, and 
while Ills sweet aJid nutritious, o£course 
It Is not very tender. 


For Krivles or for Block for soupl, the 


neck piece Is very good and Inexpensive 
while the shank or foreleg Is good loi 
aoups or for stewing. 


Really, the whole matter can be 


summed up In this way: The beat beef I: 
(he sirloin, the rump and Ihe forerlb; thi 
next best Is the round, the thick flank 
and the middle rlba; next comes lh 
altch bone, the mouse round, the thi 
flank, Ihe chuck, the shoulder and th 
brisket, while the poorest meat la In th 
neck and the shank. 


Now, Kate, remember that tin hlnd- 


quafler contains the shin, while tha fore- 
quarter has the shank, a much poorer 
put. 


It seems to me that If you Btudjr lhes» 


hints a Illlle you will be able to Impress 
your butcher In such a way that In fu- 
ture you will get only tender steaks, 
Juicy roasts and good pie meat.
